WASHINGTON, July 19—President Truman announced 
today that within the next few days he would ask Congress 
for appropriations of about 10 billion dollars to meet our own 
military needs resulting from the Korean invasion and its 
implications. As soon as possible, he will ask for additional 
appropriations of an undisclosed amount for the North At- 
lantic treaty nations for the defense of Europe. 

In a special message to Congress, the President outlined 
the military and economic steps that must be taken to give 
the free nations sufficient defensive military and economie 
strength for rapid mobilization in the event of emergency.

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Weather ‘Warmer Than Normal’ 
Forecast Until Middle of August 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (UP)— 
Most of the nation will swelter 
in hotter-than-normal weather 
from now until mid-August, the 
Weather Bureau predicted today. 
Only the northern Rocky Moun- 
tain states can look for lower 
temperatures than the summer 
normal, the bureau said in its 30- 
day outlook. 


The forecast follows: 


“Warmer than normal tempera- |

KEFAUVER FINDS 


Cites Pioneer Service and 

Melba Co., but Says 
State Police 
Raids Have Cut Down 


Illinois 


Activities. 


St. Louis is “the center of a 
large-scale, interstate bookmaking 
operation, with the wire service 
as the backbone of that oper- 
ation,” Senator Estes Kefauver, 
chairman of the Senate Crime 
Committee, said last night, at the 
conclusion of a one-day hearing 
at the Federal building. 


He referred specifically to Pio- 
neer News Service of St. Louis, 
the “front” for the Chicago Ca- 
pone syndicate in distributing 
racing news to handbooks by tele- 
graph and telephone. He referred 
also to the Melba Co., which op- 
erated a national betting business 
from offices in Fairmont City and 
St. Louis county. 


“The general attitude of the 
committee,” Kefauver said, “is 


that we haven’t found much evi- | 


dence of law violation in St. 
Louis, except that some of the 
companies have their offices in 
St. Louis, such as Pioneer News 
Service—a matter which is now 
in the courts.” Pioneer is seeking 
to retain use of 19 telephones 
and has carried its appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Illinois Raids Cited. 

The committee obtained evi- 
dence, Kefauver continued, that 
the large-scale interstate hand- 
book operation here has been re- 
duced recently by action of Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois. Raids 
on gambling establishments in 
Illinois have been carried out re- 
cently by Illinois Highway Po- 
lice, acting under orders of Gov. 
Stevenson. 


“There has been some reduction 
in the extent of bookmaking op- 
erations in St. Louis proper,” 
Kefauver declared. 

“St. Louis apparently is free 
from organized crime, with dili- 
gent police officials. There is no 
evidence of violations, outside of 
the wire service for betting. 

“Across the river there are 
some diligent officials and some 
who have condoned or winked at 
the law. So far we have found no 
evidence of outright bribery of 
public officials. 


“There has been important evi-. 


dence of a Chicago-controlled syn- 
dicate brought out in our hear- 
ings which will require further 
investigations.” 

To Return Later. 

After finishing an inquiry in 
Kansas City, which began today, 
two committee investigators will 
return to the St. Louis area “to 
pull all loose ends together,” Sen- 
ator Kefauver said. “Then we will 
finish up the job and make more 
public our findings.” 

He explained the inquiry here 
was concerned mainly with book- 
making and the racing wire serv- 
ices, which involve interstate com- 
merce, and with “the kind of law- 
enforcement, particularly in two 
counties across the river, St. Clair 
and Madison.” 

Sitting as a one-man committee, 
in the absence of his four fellow 
members, Senator Kefauver was 
intrigued by “the man with the 
1950 Cadillac,” Chief of Police 
Alfred (Jack) Vickery of Fairmont 
City, a coal miner appointed to 
the job a year ago. It is in his 
balliwack that the Reliable News 
Service, a Capone-controlled rac- 
ing news distributor, and the Mel- 
ba handbook are operated. 

“Vickery testified he and his 
wife have operated a tavern since 
1945,” Kefauver related. “He ad- 
mitted that until nine months ago 
there were three slot machines in 
the tavern, He said he was able 
to buy-the 1950 Cadillac with the 
help of $1700 given him by his 
mother. 

Salary $240 a Month. 

“His salary was $240 a month. 
He explained, however, that the 
tavern operated -by his wife makes 
a little more than his salary.” 

“What is the significance of his 
police station being a block from 
the Melba handbook?” a reporter 
asked. 

“He said he didn’t exactly know 


didn’t bother to investigate.” 

When Chief Vicery emerged 
from the courtroom where the 
committee sat, he mopped his 
brow and commented: 

“They gave me a real going 
over. That's the hardest question- 
ing I've ever had.” 

Mayor Questioned, Too. 

Mayor Anthony Thomas of Fair- 
mont City also was questioned. 

“He told us there were a lot of 
slot machines around,” Senator 
Kefauver continued. “He said 
he did his best to keep things 
going right, but that this was too 
big for him to handle. There was 
no evidence that he had been 
bought off.” 

The Senator said the Melba 
handbook operates “within a block 
of the police station.” Also oper- 
ating nearby was the Relirble 
News Service which paid a $10-a- 
vear license to the city to operate 
as a coal firm and which obtained 
telephones as a coal firm. 

Senator Kefauver defined Re- 
liable as an outlet for the Pioneer 
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News Service of St. Louis, itself 
an outlet for the Continental News 
Service of Chicago. Said Senator 
Kefauver: 

“The police chief in Fairmont 
City says he has no complaints so. 
nothing has been done. 

“It is a felony in the state of 
Illinois to make book,” Kefauver 
explained. 

The Senator added that many 
bookies are going out of business 
through disconnection of their tel- 
egraph services, but others are 
trying to carry on by telephone. 


Names E. St. Louis Place. 


Senator Kefauver named as 
one of the biggest gambling es- 
tablishments on the East Side the 
Maryland bookshop conducted by 
John Mooney at 318 Missouri Ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, which does a 
large interstate business and has 
26 employes. It is one of the 
places which has lost its wire 
service and is resorting to the 
telephone. 

The Senator noted that the na- 
tionally known betting commis- 
sioner James J. Carroll “spends a 
good deal of time in Mooney’s 
place and seems to have some- 
thing to do with it.” 

Another big enterprise is the 
Harlem Association of Lovejoy, 
near East St. Louis, a numbers 
game which collected $500,000 in 
three months but reported net 
profit of only $7133. Further ques- 
tioning developed that the nor- 
mal profits of the lottery were 
$175,000 a year, but the account- 
ing was poor and some employes 
were helping themselves. 

Senator Kefauver continued: 


“We found some evidence that 
members of organized syndicates 
got into operations here. The 
developments usually related to 
Chicago. By that I mean that 
people operating down here—so- 
called new elements—came in 
classified from Chicago 
groups.” 

Sheriff’s Attitude. 
Discussing another of yester- 
day’s witnesses, Sheriff Dallas 
Harrell of Madison County, Sen- 
ator Kefauver indicated the 
Sheriff had expressed, toward 
gamblihg operations, an attitude 
of it’s-none-of-my-business. As 
the Senator phrased it:

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DRAFT ACT VIOLATORS 
FACE SHARP PENALTY 


FBI Director Issues Sugges- 
tions to Those Affected 
by Law. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP)— 
A stringent policy for prosecuting 
willful violations of the draft law 
was announced today by the Jus- 
tice Department. Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath said he has in- 
structed the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to “vigorously seek 
the apprehension of willful viola- 
tors. * 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
issued a list of suggestions for 
those coming within the draft law, 
and noted that it provides penal-

3. Keep your local board ad- 
vised of your correct mailing ad- 
dress. 

4. Report for examination and 
induction when so ordered. 

5. Report changes in your fam- 
ily status or occupation which may 
have a bearing on your classifica- 
tion. 

6. Always carry your registra- 
tion certificate and classification 
notice on your person. 

7. If you have made an honest 
mistake, talk it over with your 
local draft board.

The other fresh division, the 
a (Tropic Lightning) 
Division, landed in Korea some- 
time before the First Cavalry 
made its beachhead.

Gen. MacArthur’s communique 
announcing the arrival of the 
fresh divisions said elements of 
one “have already entered com- 
bat” and that the other would be 
“committed to action in the very 
near future.” 

(The United Press estimated the 
arrival of the two new divisions 
added 24,000 to 30,000 men to the 
American strength in Korea.) 

With the arrival of the First 
Calvary and Twenty-fifth Divi- 
sions, three of the four American 
divisions known to have been in 
Japan at the outbreak of the 
Korean hostilities had moved to 
the war front. 

The Seventh Division presum- 
ably still is in Japan carrying out 
occupation duties. 

The Twenty-fifth could have 
gone into action at Yechon, 52 
miles inland and on the right side 
of a line heretofore held solely by 
South Korean troops. Unexplained 
United States artillery fire was re- 
ported at Yechon earlier this week. 

ven, MacArthur’s communique 
tonight said South Korean troops 
generally held firmly, but that 
Yechon changed hands several 
times and wound up held by the 
enemy. 

31 Red Planes Bagged. 

The Yak-9 fighters downed at 
Taejon offered the first aerial 
opposition encountered by Amer- 
ican fighters since early in the 
war. The three Yaks officially 
credited to the jets by the Far 
East Air Forces brings their total 
war bag to 31 enemy planes. A 
fourth Yak was listed as probably 
downed at Taejon, 

The Yaks were caught strafing 
and bombing American positions 
near Taejon.

Throughout the ages man has 
been a clever imitator of animal 
and bird calls and has used these 
imitations to prey upon wildlife. 
The Indians used various means 
of attracting game to come with- 
in bow-shot—the birch bark horn 
to call moose, the simulated bark 
of the squirrel, the honking of 
geese, and the quacking of ducks; 
many. of these methods were 
learned from the Indians by the 
early pioneers and some of them 
are still used by the hunters of 
today. 

They utilized the wingbone of 
the turkey for a turkey caller 
and, during the months of early 
spring when the tom was seeking 
the hens, would imitate the soft 
and seductive “cowk-cowk” of the 
female and decoy the strutting, 
red-wattled male to his doom. 
The white man adopted this idea 
and also improved his opportunity 
to kill turkeys by using a cedar 
box and a whetstone. A small 
box, made from thin, seasoned 
cedar, was constructed without 
the use of nails or screws, so 
that the resonant tones would not 
be distorted. The whetstone was 
drawn over the upper portion of 
the box — much like the violin 
player drawing his bow across 
his violin—and the calls of the 
hen turkey could be imitated to 


a remarkable degree of proficien- 
cy by the expert. 
It’s An Interesting Story. 

An old Ozark turkey hunter, 
who hunted back in the days when 
the killing of wild turkeys was 
legal and many flocks ranged the 
Ozark hills, used to relate an in- 
teresting experience he had while 
out turkey hunting. Arising long 
before daylight, he had walked 
‘many miles to arrive before dawn 
at his favorite turkey woods. This 
was a series of hills known as the 
Punch Bowl—a saucer-like depres- 
sion, thinly timbered, which gave 
the hunter a vista of the entire 
circular range of hills, as well as 
the punchbowl depression that was 
a favorite feeding place for the 
turkey flocks. 


The hunter had seated himself | 
in front of a large tree which had |$ 


been blown down by a storm. The 
space between the trunk of the 
tree and the immense mass of 
roots and dirt made an ideal 
“blind” in which the hunter had 
concealed himself and he was al- 
most invisible*to any game which 
might approach. The morning sun 
had not yet appeared and the 
wisps of fog were rising from the 
lower punchbowl in wraith-like

Perhaps the most poignant 
comment on Johnson’s defense 
“economies” was contained in a 
recent report from the Korean 
front. A shattered American unit, 
just withdrawn from the battle- 
line, was resting on a rocky hill- 
side. Their exhausted officer 
spoke for them all, in a brief, 
bitter sentence: 

“You don’t fight two tank- 
equipped divisions with .30-caliber 
carbines.” 

Reason for Bitterness. 


The young soldier had good 
reason to be bitter as the story of 
the American armored force will 
show. There has never been the 
slightest secret about Soviet 
armored strength. Russian World 
War II tanks were consistently 
better than ours. The huge Rus- 
sia. armored force of more than 
20,000 tanks was retained on com- 
bat status when peace came. And 
as long as three years ago, Rus- 
sian output of new tanks was 
known to have reached 3000 a 
year, many of them the great 
60-ton heavies. 


When James V. Forrestal 
launched his, American rearma- 
ment program, a vigorous attack 
on the tank problem was conspic- 
uously included. Even after Pres- 
ident Truman sharply cut back 
the Forrestal program, in No- 
vember 1948, appropriations and 
authorizations were still provided 
to give this country a respectable 
armored force. When Johnson 
took office, the order had already 
been given for the first.step. Dur- 
ing 1949, hundreds of our medium 
tanks were to be equipped with 
heavier armor and more powerful 


guns, so that they would at least |( a. 7~ 
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be fit to meet Russian tanks of 
equal weight. 

Almost at once, however, John- 
son announced his savings pro- 
gram, to cut a billion dollars from

the 14 billion defense outlays ap- 
proved by President Truman and 
voted by Congress. Tank mod- 
ernization was one of the first 
items to be “crashed,” being trans- 
formed into a Johnsonian “econ- 
omy” as early as March 1949, 
That is why we now have no 
tanks—literally, none at all—-that 
can defeat the Russian armor in 
the field. 

What is more, this tank story, 
which should help many puzzled 
people to understand the course 
of the Korea fighting, is fairly 
representative of the way Johnson 
has fulfilled his promise to “in- 
crease the over-all combat capa- 
bilities of the armed forces.” 


In the case of the ground forces, 
for instance, the 1949 planned 
strength was 12 divisions, six for 
occupation duty and six for a 
strategic reserve. In 1949 the 
Marine Corps, so important in 
situations like that in Korea, was 
organized on the basis of 11 com- 
bat-ready battalions. 

Under the Johnson program, 
however, two ground force divi- 
sions, the Eighth, which was be- 
ing organized, and the Sixth, 
which was in being and stationed 
in Korea, were immediately sacri- 
ficed. Several other Army divi- 
sions lost their essential guts, by 
being deprived of infantry battal- 
ions, or of their artillery or 
armored components, or in other 
ways. And the number of Marine 
battalions was reduced from 11 to 
six.

Indeed, a more honest and realistic 
. attitude would be one welcoming any 
and all projects for the betterment of 
our slum conditions. The sponsors of 

. Westchester Heights chose the fringe 
area after many studied surveys which 
indicated the following: 

First, the vacant area permits con- 
struction now, not tive years hence. 

Second, the downtown area would re- 
quire the city to spend at least $5,000,- 
000 for acquisition cost. and the city, 
as you know, is running at a deficit. 

- Third, hundreds of families would 
» need to be displaced in selecting a 
downtown site. Not one will be dis- 
placed on the Westchester site. 

Four, when the first units of West- 
chester Heights are completed in less 
than six months from its inception, fam- 
ilies from the central blight area can 
_ be moved into it and projects in those 
disiricts can then move ahead rapidly. 

The most unreasonable opponents of 
Westchester Heights must agree that 
this project will provide middle income 
rental housing now, not five years from 

today, and this represents the progress 
your paper advocates. Any delay can 
only add to the decay.

The People for More TVAs 


One of the favorite arguments of those who 
oppose TVA and its extension to the Missouri 
valley and other river basins of the country is 
that the public doesn’t want it. That argument 
now has been exploded, loudly and resonantly. 
And ‘those who did the exploding are, by a 
strange irony, those arch-foes of valley authori- 
ties, the privately-owned electric power com- 
panies. &. 

Public Power, the official publication of the 
American Public Power Association, tells the 
fascinating story. Some 150 private utility com- 
panies banded together as the Electric Com- 
panies’ Advertising Program, also known as 
ECAP, to fight the further spread of public 
power. They hired Opinion Research Corp. to 
make a public opinion survey and find out what 
the public thought of TVA and of valley authori- 
ties for the future. Their intention was to use 
the findings as ammunition in their campaign. 


Opinion Research made its survey and re 
ported that 63 per cent of the people of the 
United States approve of TVA; only 10 per cent 
disapprove, the remainder having no opinion. 

The opinion pollsters informed the power 
companies that not only was TVA popular, but 
its popularity was bipartisan: among Repub- 
licans 55 per cent approved of TVA and only 
17 per cent disapproved. 


Even among the employes of privately-owned 
public utilities 45 per cent approved of TVA, 
a majority of those who had any opinion at all 
on the subject, for only 40 per cent disapproved. 

Most impressive of all was the weight of 
public opinion in favor of establishing TVAs in 
other parts of the nation. Sixty-three per cent 
were for it and only 15 per cent against it. 

In the face of this overwhelming evidence, 
there may still be die-hards who will keep on 
arguing that Congress should not enact an MVA 
because the people don’t want it—or a Columbia 
Valley Authority, or an Arkansas Valley Au- 
thority. But the 150 privately-owned power 
companies, much as they would like to believe 
it, seem to be convinced that this notion is a 
dead duck or perhaps merely a stuffed one, 
never having been alive at all. 


ECAP urges its members to forget about the 
unpopularity theme. “It ‘is apparent,” ECAP 
reported, “that to link our fight to the TVA 
question would run us into a lot of opposition, 
most of it based on lack of knowledge.” As to 
the “lack of knowledge” fantasy, Opinion Re- 
search provided some instructive figures there, 
too. Among the presumably best-educated group, 
consisting of the editors and educators, 83 per 
cent approved of TVA—the largest favorable per- 
centage among all the groups interviewed—and 
only 7 per cent opposed it. 


Whatever the cause for it, most people liked 
TVA, ECAP conceded. “But.” it said, looking 
for a fresh claim, “to link our fight to socialism 
is something else again. The people do not 
want socialism. We're on favorable ground 
there. ECAP advertising in magazines and on 
the radio will stress the fight against the so- 
cialist state more in the future.” 


Isn't it wonderful? Of course; there might 
be a catch in it which the ECAP is overlook- 
ing. And that is, that the propagandists may 
not be believed any more when they say valley 
authorities are socialistic than they were when 
they said valley authorities were unpopular. 
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Non-Proletarian ‘Workers’ 

The fourth American arrested as a member 
of the Communist atomic espionage ring un- 
covered by the confession of the British scientist 
Klaus Fuchs is an electrical engineer, the owner 
of a small business, a former inspector in the 
Army Signal Corps. 

According to the FBI, Julius Rosenberg of 
New York handled the money which financed 
the spying activities of other members of the 
ring. He began working for Soviet Russia, it 
is charged, in 1945, after he had been fired by 
the Army on suspicion of being a Communist. 
He believed in Communism and wanted “to do 
something to directly help Russia,” says FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover. 


And so the story of betrayal unfolds. Assum- 
ing that the story will be substantiated in the 
courts—where each of the accused will get the 
fair trial which would be denied him by the 
country he allegedly served—one is struck by 
the nature of the conspiracy. 

Soviet Russia claims to be the spokesman of 
the world proletariat, but its most fanatical ad- 
herents seldom come from the working class. 
The four Americans arrested so far include an 
engineer, a biochemist, a chemist, and an Army 
technician. If they spied for Russia, clearly it 
was not as members of an oppressed working 
class seeking liberation in revolution, but as in- 
tellectuals deluded by false Soviet claims. 

The struggle against Communism is a struggle 
not of classes but of ideas. 
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When Peace Is War 


The Stockholm “peace petition” has reached 
St. Louis, as a writer of a letter to the editor 
reports. This is the document which many mil- 
lions of people, including Americans, have 
signed under the false impression that they 
were thereby subscribing to the cause of peace. 

In reality, however, anybody who signs it is 
supporting war. For the peace it talks about is 
the Kremlin's version of peace, the kind of. 
“peace” the people of Korea are now éxpe- 
riencing. It is just one more case of Communists 
giving words meanings either radically different 
from or diametrically opposed to the meanings 
found in any dictionary. 


The Stockholm resolution, adopted at a meet- 
ing of the Communist Partisans of Peace there 
last March, sets up its own special definition of 
a war criminal. It is “any government which 
first uses atomic weapons against any other 
country whatsoever.” The petition says nothing 
at all about aggression. And, as Secretary Ach- 
eson remarked, itis aggression which is the real 
crime against humanity. 

The hollowness of the document is best shown 
by its demand for “strict international control” 
to enforce outlawing of atomic weapons. This 
is a strange demand from Communist sources, 
since the American Acheson-Baruch-Lilienthal 
proposal is the only one made ‘thus far which 
really does provide for strict international con- 
trol. And only the Communists have blocked 
adoption of that plan. 


Whoever signs the document is helping Com- 
munist imperialism. For if the United States 
does not use atomic weapons, no matter what 
the circumstances, then a vital part of our 
arsenal of defense is immobilized, and Russia 
is the gainer. 

If, an the other hand, we are forced to use 
atomic weapons to throw back Communist ag- 
gression, then the Kremlin could claim public 


support for a contention that the United States 
is the war criminal, and broaden its attack 
against us under a cloak of false legality. 

And anybody who signs the petition is also 
approving the Communist definition of war 
criminal, a definition which Korea has proved 
to be as phony as the Communist definition of 
democracy. | 
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A Voice for Voters on Taxes 

The people of St. Louis would be in less dan- 
ger of unwanted taxation under the new charter 
than they now are under the old one. 

This, we believe, is a sufficient answer to criti- 
cism of the new charter such as that voiced by 
Howard V. Stephens, Republican national com- 
mitteeman for Missouri. We regret that he 
openly associated himself with the innuendos 
heretofore confined to the anti-charter whisper- 
ing campaign. 

In reply, Raymond R. Tucker, chairman of 
the Freeholders, once “more made it clear that 
the new charter imposes no taxes. It merely 
grants the taxing power to the Aldermen. Be- 
cause of a requirement of Missouri law, it does 
not do this in a simple sentence, but lists all 
possible forms of taxation. 

Mr. Stephens implies that any taxing power 
granted to the Aldermen is bound to be exer- 
cised sooner or later. This we doubt very much. 
But even if the Aldermen did set out to impose 
new taxes, the voters would have a far better 
chance to stop them than they now have. 


Under the old 1914 charter, all tax ordinances 
are automatically classified as emergency meas- 
ures. This means that they go into effect before 
the voters can give their approval or disapproval 
in a referendum. In short, the voters now have 
no direct voice in the imposition of new taxes. 

Under the new. charter, the Aldermen could 
make an emergency measure out of a tax ordi- 
nance only by a two-thirds vote. Further, they 
would have to state their reasons for doing so. 
We believe this makes it virtually impossible to 
put over a tax bill against the will of the voters 
under cover of the old emergency screen. The 
voters would not stand for it. 


So, instead of making it easy for the Alder- 
men to add to the burden of taxes, the new char- 
ter actually makes it much, much easier for the 
citizens to say whether or not they will accept 
a new tax of any kind. 

At the same time, the new charter makes it 
possible, in accord with the sound principle of 
home rule, for St. Louis to decide its own tax 
questions instead of having to go hat in hand 
to the Missouri Legislature. 

Here is a very definite forward step in decent, 
democratic government which should not be 
allowed to be obscured by any amount of in- 
nuendo and whispering.

It is an eloquent appeal which the American 
Civil Liberties Union makes in behalf of Mrs. 
Ellen Knauff, the German war bride who has 
been ordered deported as a bad security risk 
without a hearing. Will the Senate Judiciary 
Committee respond to it by overruling the arbi- 
trary opposition of its subcommittee? 

The subcommittee’s decision is the work of 
only two men and those two are McCarran of 
Nevada, no friend of refugees, and Donnell of 
Missouri, who can carry a doubt or a legalism 
to the last decimal point. Should the decision 
of two men, and particularly of two men pre- 
disposed to take a narrow view, prevail over 
the unanimous vote of the House to admit Mrs. 
Knauff? 

Should it prevail over the showing which Mrs. 
Knauff made when she was heard by the House 
Judiciary Committee, and which evidently per- 
suaded the House as a whole that she should be 
admitted? 

The 12 members of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, rather than its twozman subcommittee 
alone, should decide this question. 
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Why Not Admit Them Now? 


It is good news that Majority Leader Lucas 
has promised the Alaskan and Hawaiian state- 
hood bills will be called up in the Senate before 
adjournment. For until this assurance was 
forthcoming, the prospect was that these impor- 
tant bills might be passed over. 

Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, chairman of 
this committee, has issued an excellent statement 
in behalf of passage of both bills. To quote: 

Hawaii is the melting pot of the Pacific. 
What happens in Hawaii will be known im- 
mediately throughout the Pacific world. 
Denial of statehood to Hawaii would be 
capitalized by Communistic propagandists 
everywhere. 

The same is true with respect to Alaska. 
This territory is less than 1000 miles from 
Korea and only 50 miles from Siberia. It is a 
reservoir of undeveloped natural resources.

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Paternity of the Welfare State 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


From an 


During this last year many derisive 
criticisms have been made of federal and 
state action to improve the condition of 
people and the, term “welfare state” has 
been used as a derogatory term to de- 
scribe these activities. It is always hinted 
and, indeed, sometimes directly stated that 
such welfare activities have their ideo- 
logical origins outside the United States; 
that their true father is either Karl Marx 
or Lenin and that it 
is the duty of all 
red-blooded Ameri- 
cans to spurn these 
works of the evil one 
and even more to re- 
ject their present 
advocates. 

I should like to 
advance the thesis 
that the promotion 
of human welfare 
not only should be 
one of the purposes 
of government but ; 
that throughout the 
history of our Nna- ae 
tion that has been Paul H. Dougles 
one of the primary aims—perhaps the most 
primary—of our national government. So 
far from the welfare state being of alien 
origin, it is a vital and integral part of 
the American tradition and ideal. 


The unalienable rights of men which 
Jefferson proclaimed in the Declaration of 
Independence were not life, liberty and 
property, as John Locke had held, but 
rather Life, Liberty, and the Pursuit of 
Happiness. And “to secure these rights,” 
Jefferson declared, “governments are in- 
stituted amongst men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed.” 


Rhetoric in the Preamble? 


What Jefferson was asserting is that men 
should have not only the right but the 
chance “to pursue” happiness—namely, to 
chase it. What is this but the right to 
seek human welfare? 

Yet us turn now to the Constitution it- 
self: 

“We, the people of the United States, 
in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquil- 
lity, provide for the common defense, 
promote the general welfare and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution for the United States of 
America.” 

When critics of the welfare state are 


confronted with this fact, they commonly 


reply that the preamble is merely rhetoric 
and that it confers no specific powers. 
They also argue that the power of Con- 
gress to spend for the’ general welfare 
does not extend to any purposes other 
than those which are later enumerated in 
Article I, Section 8. 

Now it is true that this is the theoretical 
position which Madison took in his later 
days. But from Madison's own notes of 
the proceedings of the Constitutional Con- 
vention and from the Official Journal of 
the Convention itself, it can be shown 
that this was not Madison’s position at 
the time the Constitution was drafted nor 
was it the intent of the Convention itself. 
This has been well pointed out by Irving 
Brant in “Storm Over the Constitution.” 


Virginia’s Proposal 

When the so-called “Virginia plan” 
which had been largely drafted by Madi- 
son was submitted to the Convention, the 
first article provided that “the Articles 
of Confederation ought to be so corrected 
and enlarged as to accomplish the object 
proposed by their institution, ndmely 
‘common defense, security of liberty and 
general welfafe.’” 

Here was a direct proposal out of Vir- 
ginia that the new government should be 


enabled to legislate for the general we!l- 
fare. It provided for a truly’ national in-

stead of a federal government. As we 
all know, there was heated discussion, 
with the primary source of conflict gradu- 
ally emerging as the struggle between the 
large and small states for the control of 
the new government. 

When this conflict was finally resolved 
by the so-called “Connecticut compro- 
mise,” a committee draft of the Constitu- 
tion specifically gave to the Congress the 
power to legislate for the general welfare, 
thus carrying out the recommendations 
of the Virginia plan. 

This, along with other points, was re- 
ferred to a committee of 11 for final rec- 
ommendation. This committee then brought 
in a recommendation that the seventh 
article should read: “The legislature shall 
have power to lay and collect taxes, du- 
ties, imposts and excises, to pay the debts 
and provide for the common defense and 
general welfare.” 

Thus the legislative branch, instead of 
being given the power to legislate for the 
general welfare, was given the power to 
spend for the general welfare. This new 
clause was agreed to apparently without 
discussion or a roll-call. 

The weight of the proceedings shows, 
therefore, that the founding fathers did 
not intend the words of the preamble as 
idle rhetoric. Having canvassed the situa- 
tion, they concluded that the general wel- 
fare should be promoted by. public expen- 
ditures if not by direct legislation. 


Court’s Coup de Grace 


The Supreme Court, throughout its 
long history, has done well to recognize 
this fact by freeing the spending powers 
of Congress. Justice Cardozo should have 
administered the final coup de grace to 
this latter contention when he remarked 
in his majority opinion in one of the So- 
cial Security cases: 

“Congress may spend money in aid of 
the ‘general welfare’. There have been 
great statesmen in our history who have 
stood for other views. We will not resur- 
rect the contest. It is now settled by 
decision. . = 

1 hope that this discussion should 
establish both the legitimate American 
paternity of the doctrine that it is proper 
for our government to concern itself with 
human welfare, and that it is constitu- 
tional for it to spend money in further- 
ance of these ends. So far from springing 
from Marx and Lenin, it instead comes 
down to us from George Mason, Thomas 
Jefferson and the younger Madison. It is 
eloquently re-stated by Lincoln. It has 
been affirmed by such judges as Hughes, 
Brandeis, Cardozo and Stone. 

For with all their proper emphasis upon 
individualism and self-reliance, the Amer- 
ican people have always known that there 
are some burdens too heavy to be borne 
alone and some evils which, can only be 
removed by collective action. To help 
bear these burdens and to help remove 
these evils, it is proper for the govern- 
ment, as one of the agencies for collective 
betterment, to act.

STORM AGAINST THE WALL, by Fannie Cook 
(Doubleday & Co., Garden City, N.Y., 270 pgs., $3.) 
In the case of Mare Kleinman it was his 

life or his father’s family, even as it was 

another young man’s life or his father’s 
family in the ancient book of Samuel. 

The Kleinmans were Jews, German Jews 

when they lived in Germany, American 

Jews after they came to America. There 

were uncles who adapted themselves to 

conditions and became successful. But 

Hans Kleinman, father of Marc, was more 

interested in being a good American than 

in winning success. In the business world 
his brothers were important, but Hans 

Kleinman was nobody and he counted it 

his good fortune to be nobody; nobody, 

that is, but a plain American citizen, made 
so by his naturalization, and proud to be 
only that. 

There came a time when Marc, want- 
ing to enter the university, was required 
to fill out a blank in- 
quiring about his fa- 
ther’s religion, his 
mother’s and his 
own, Would it be 
accurate to say of 
Hans, who had never 
joined the temple, 
though he had let 
Mama do it for him, 
that he was a Jew? 
What was it to be 
a Jew? What his 
parents’ parents be- 
lieved or were? Or 
was it only the will- 
Fennie Cook ingness to put a chip 

on your shoulder for 

a cause about which a fellow didn't care? 

So he wrote that his father’s nationality 

was American, his religion Jewish; his 

mother, born in Arkansas, Jewish; he him- 
self a member of no church or other re- 
ligious organization. 

That was what the: Hans Kleinman fam- 
ily was up against as a Jéwish family in 
America. 

Mare Kleinman found in Shakespeare 
a friend who wrote that a man*was in 
a sense born of no one. bred of no one, 
and that what he was within himself and 
what he did with what was there would 
determine his fate. There it was. It was 
character that counted and character was 
But when he would have defended 
a Negro unjustly accused and was ad- 
monished to remember that he was a Jew 
he could only remember that he was an 
American. 

It is enough to say that this is Fannie 
Cook's storm against the wall, as the blast 
of the terrible ones was a storm against 
the wall in Isaiah’s time. This is the prob- 
lem of a Jewish family in America. It is 
for Fannie Cook to give the solution. It 
is enough to say that at the story’s end 
Mare Kleinman, and the woman at his 
side, lean forward into the stiffening wind.

To Be Remembered. 


Let us then keep clearly in mind 
that the military manpower of 
the Soviet Union, which can be 
put into battle, is greater than 
our own. Let us never forget 
that the Soviet forces are still en- 
tirely uncommitted, but that the 
main part of the French army in 
being, most of the British forces 
in being, and now a large part 
of the American forces in being 
are already committed. They are 
in fact locked up in places where, 
in case of a general war, they 
would not be military assets, but 
indeed heavy military liabilities. 

This is a far more serious stra- 
tegic reverse to the Western world 
than any of the nasty and painful 
tactical defeats we have suffered 
in Korea. 

For that fundamental reason, 
which, were the manpower situa- 
tion spelled out in detail, would 
be even more compelling, we must 
refuse to be sucked into the Asi- 
atic mainland. We need to find 
our position in the Pacific, now 
as in the past, on naval power. 
That means that planes, warships 
and troops for landifig parties 
operate from floating and moving 
advance bases, and are supported 
from securely held American rear 
bases. 


They are not required to defend, 
or to occupy, or to govern foreign 
countries like Japan, Korea, For- 
mosa. And, therefore, they do 
not have to tie themselves up ir- 
revocably in all sorts of places 
which in case of war would have 
to be defended and would have

Allied engineers and planes 
plasted all bridges across the 
Kum in the battle area. Ameri- 
can aircraft through Tuesday had 
sighted no Red trucks or tanks 
moving south of the river. 

Since the American withdrawal 
from Chochiwon six days ago no 
Red tanks have smashed against 
the American front. Several were 
reported to have crossed the Kum 
but planes knocked them out. 

Some observers say the Red 
power is running down. The more 
cautious, however, suspect the 
Reds are regrouping and massing 
firepower for an early assault on 
Taejon. 

While Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean’s Twenty-fourth Division 
blunted the Red drive in the big 
gamble on the Kum, the Ameri- 
can buildup to overcome the Red 
Koreans’ vast superiority has 
speeded up. At the same time, 
new supplies have given the reor- 
ganized South Korean army a 
badly needed shot in the arm. 

The Nineteenth Regiment’s 
gamble on the Kum river line 
paid off. One battalion and one 
company held a 10-mile front for 
two days and nights. The four 
American companies slowed the 
slashing attack of one Red Korean 
division and major elements of a 
second. 

Everyone knew the thin line, 
dug into a thick levee, would be 
flanked and infiltrated. The Reds 
forced their first crossing of the 
Kum west of Kongju Friday. A 
Red guerrilla attack in force 
turned the flank. The regiment 
was cut off Sunday, but fought 
south to the line around Taejon. 

These six days have been vital. 
Within a few days, many more 
American planes will be operating 
from Korean bases. Most allied 
planes now fly the long hop from 
Japan and stay over the fighting 
front only a limited time. Soon 
the North Koreans will learn the 
full weight of air support.

bugs to destroy Communist crops, 
but Dr. E. R. Sasscer, head of 
the Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine in the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture, says the Colorado potato 
beetle has been a European pest 
since World War I. 

The bugs went to Europe with 
potatoes shipped to the A.E.F. in 
France in 1917 and 1918. 

After establishing themselves 
in France, they spread to other 
European countries. Shortly be- 
fore the World War II, Dr. Sass- 
cer says, Hitler was calling the 
pest Germany’s greatest enemy. 

Hitler took strong steps to 
combat the insects, but protec- 
tive measures died out during the 
war. Now the bugs are multiply- 
ing again in Germany, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia without any 
help from American planes.

Government Can Use Farm Aid Act 


To Check Rise in Food Prices 


Release of Stored Surpluses at F ixed Figure 
Would Set Limit on Changes in 
the Market. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP) 
—The government has power to 
prevent runaway prices for many 
food and farm products. 

It does not need special price 
control authority to place curbs 
on markets for such commodities 
as wheat, corn, cotton, dry beans 
and peas, butter, flaxseed, lin- 
seed oil, cottonseed oil, cheese, 
dried eggs and dried milk. 

Power to set up what amounts 
to price ceilings exists in provi- 
sions of farm law relating to 
government authority for dispos- 
ing of farm surpluses acquired 
under price support programs. 

By offering these products at 
set prices, the Government could 
pretty well fix the top limit of 
prices, at least as long as its sup- 
plies lasted. Few if any buyers 
would pay more than the Govern- 
ment selling price. 

Moves to Curb Cotton. 

The Government has made two 
moves to halt the rising price of 
cotton. 

The Department of Agriculture 
gave buyers more ready access 
to the 3,300,000 bales of 1948 cot- 
ton now owned by the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation under the 
Government’s price support pro- 
gram. This would be accom- 
plished by accepting purchasers’ 
offers daily instead of at longer 
intervals. 

The department also gave farm- 
ers with Government loans on 
their 1949 crop an extra two 
months to sell it on the open 
market before turning the cotton 
over to the Government. The 
loan maturity date was extended 
from July 31 to Sept. 30.

KILLS BROTHER'S 
MURDERERS, DRINKS 
ONE’S BLOOD; FREED 


ALBI, France, July 19 (UP)—A 
court acquitted a 40-year-old Ar- 
menian who admitted killing the 
two murderers of his brother and 
had boasted of cutting off the ear 
of one and drinking the other’s 
blood. 

Artovas Aghadjanian told the 
court trying him on a murder 
charge that his younger brother 
was murdered in a prisoner-of- 
war camp by two other Arme- 
nians. He said he trailed them 
from camp to camp, and finally 
caught up with them in France. 

“I killed them. Now my con- 
science is clear,” he said in bro- 
ken French. “Cut off my head 
now, guillotine me. I avenged 
brother. I am very happy.” 

He said he shot one of the mur- 
derers dead in a field and cut off 
his ear. 

“IT put salt on ear to preserve 
it,” he said. “I keep in pocket 
two weeks, sometimes take out 
and spit on it.” 

A few weeks later, he testified, 
he killed the other murderer and 
drank his blood before burying 
the body.. 

When the court returned a ver- 
dict of “not guilty,” Aghadjanian 
grinned. 

“Now I go back to Grenoble,” 
he said. “My wife is waiting 
there.”

How It Started

“One Fire Burns Out Another.” 
NE of ouf most familiar allu- 
sions to the idea that pain 
memory is often short is the 

Saying that “one fire burns out 
another.” This is generally at- 
tributed to Shakespeare, but the 
fact is that the metaphor was old, 
in varying forms of expression, 
centuries before Shakespeare was 
born. Long before him also, men 
said, “One nayle driveth out an 
other,” with the same thought in 
mind. 

The kind of pain referred to, 
the hurt which is as a fire, but 
which another fire can burn out, 
is unrequited or unhappy love. 
The English poet, Lyly, came 
right out with it in his famous 
“Euphues,” published in 1579. 
“One love expelleth an other,” he 
wrote; and later, “The fire that 
burneth taketh away the heat of 
the burn”! 

The saying’s history provides 
in small measures a history of 
English romantic poetry! Shake- 
speare’s contemporary, Chapman, 
wrote: 

“For one heat, all know, doth 
drive out another, one passion 
doth expel another still.” 

And it was surely grist for 
Shakespeare's mill. The famous 
line in “Romeo and Juliet,” that 
“one fire burns out another's 
burning,” is only one example 
of his virtuosity in employing the 
metaphor. It served him in many 
of his plays, and in “King John” 
he applied it to a subject other 
than love, one reminiscent of his 
famous “As fire drives out fire, 
so pity, pity,” in ‘Julius Caesar.” 
In “King John” he used it thus: 
“And falsehood falsehood cures, 

as fire cools fire 

Within the scorched veins of one 

new-burni'd.” 

However, its romantic signifi- 
cance at his hands is exemplified 
not only in “Romeo and Juliet.” 
Consider the following, in “Two 
Gentlemen of Verona”: 

“Even as one heat another heat 

expels, 

Or.as one nail by strength drives 

out another, 

So the remembrance of my for- 

mer love 

Is by a newer object quite forgot- 

ten.” 

It seems in the nature of anti- 
climax now to point out that in 
1374 Geoffrey Chaucer wrote in 
his “Troilus and Cressida” that 
“The newe love out chaceth ofte 
the olde.”

Choosing Proper Colors

POWERS TELLS YOU THE SECRET OF CHOOSING 


COLORS THAT BECOME BOTH YOUR FACE AND YOUR FIGURE, 


AN you choose colors that are 

becoming to both your face 

and your figure? If, like most 
women, you wish your figure to 
look smaller than it is or larger 
than it is, you probably find it’s 
a big problem. Just consider the 
plight of the vivid brunette who 
should wear strong, yellow-tinged 
colors to complement her com- 
plexion, but when she does, it 
makes her over-large hips look 
larger than ever! 

If you have a figure-face con- 
flict in choosing colors, today's 
lesson will show vou how to over- 
come the difficulty. It’s a toughy, 
so put on your thinking cap! 

1. Decide whether your skin 
contains. blue (fair) or ochre 
(creamy) underlying tones. (If 
you are notxure, place the under- 
side of your wrist against a piece 
of white papér and compare the 
difference.)

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the same underlying tones as 
your skin. The examples, below 
will show you what I mean: 

For the blue-toned skins with 
blonde, brunette or silver hair: 
Blue reds, blue greens, grayed 
blues and blue purples, all of low 
intensity. For the creamy toned 
skins with blonde, brunette or 
silver hair: Yellow reds, yellow 
greens,

3. Now, decide whether you | 


wish to look smaller or larger in 
size. 
4. To flatter. your figure, yo 
must make an adjustment in the 
intensities (not in the underlying 
tones) of the colors you select. 
To appear smaller, choose col- 
ors of low intensity. If you want 
to look larger, your colors must 
be high in. intensity. Intensity 
refers to the degree of brightness 
of a color. The lower the inten- 
sity, the less brilliant the color 
is. -For example, royal blue, 
though fairly dark, is bright and 
intense. Powder blue, while fair- 
ly light, is not at all intense.

HE first canasta base—a meld 
containing four natural cards 
—is highly important. The 
second one is less so, unless it is 
clear that neither you nor your 
partner is getting any further to- 
ward completing the first one. 
When that happens, you should 
make a second base at some sac- 
rifice. But the decision -may 
hinge ‘upon who has put the vital 
cards into the. discard pile. 
For instance, suppose you hold: 


You made the initial meld of 
90 and took a small pack by meld- 
ing Ace-Ace-Ace, Jack-Jack-Jack 
three turns back. In the interim 
your partner has been able to add 
only one ace to your melds, and 
the opponents have made an in- 
itial meld of kings and tens, tak- 
ing a pack in the process. 

Your right-hand opponent has 
just discarded a five on a six-card 
pack containing also 9, 8, 7, 6, 3. 
Should you sacrifice your only 
wild card to take this pack? 

Probably you should do so in 
any case, but certainly you should 
if it was one of your opponents 
and not your partner who dis- 
carded the seven-spot. You take 
the pack for two reasons. You 
don’t want to let a seven-card 
pack come to your left-hand op- 
ponent. And, primarily, you 
want to put down a canasta base 
of the four sevens because it 
doesn't look like it's going to be 
easy for you to complete your 
canasta in aces or jacks, and you 
hope your partner may be able to 
add one or two natural sevens and 
perhaps a wild ‘ard to the four 
sevens and make a canasta. 

So you take the pack by meld- 
ing 5-5 deuce, then you put down 
your four sevens. Then, with 
nothing left in the pack, discard 
any of your 10-point cards except 
the 10-spot. You might as well 
reserve your black three for a 
turn when it will .be protecting a 
slightly larger discard pile.

EDTIME is set at a reasonable hour in most families and

A little preparation for bedtime helps children to accept 
it with better gface.

RECEIVED a letter the other 
| cay begging me to use my in- 

fluence to prevent our Govern- 
ment from using atom bombs in 
the present Korean war. This 
drew my attention to the fact 
that most of our people do not 
realize that the United States is not 
fighting a war for itself. It hap- 
pens to be fighting for the United 
Nations in order to establish the 
right that free nations cannot be 
invaded and taken over, even by 
a part of their own nation which 
happens to be under the domina- 
tion of another country. 

Gen. MacArthur is not merely 
a United States commander, he is 
commander of the United Nations 
forces, and what is done is done 
for the United Nations and not 
for the United States. This Ko- 
rean situation may seem to many 
people unimportant, but it is im- 
portant to every one of us if we 
wish to establish a world in which 
freedom is possible. Until all na- 
tions disarm, and force is exclu- 
sively in the hands of the United 
Nations, those of us who have 
force must respond when the Unit- 
ed Nations, by a majority vote, 
decides that a nation has become 
an aggressor. 

In the present Korean situation 
we had already, at the request of 
South Korea, withdrawn most of 
our arms and our men. This 
means that to defend South Korea 
and force the northern Koreans 
dominated by the U.S.S.R. to re- 


turn to the thirty-eighth parallel, 
we are now obliged to fight with 
inadequate forces. Other nations, 
as far as they are able, are com- 
ing to our assistance. And no 
matter what we are forced to do 
in this initial period, we will be re- 
armed and we will win.

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Judge Crater 
Now Missing 


For 20 Years

NEW YORK, July 19. 

APT. JOHN J. CRONIN, 
C iread of the New York Bu- 

reau of Missing Persons, is 
steeling himself to deal with a 
spate of letters, volunteer in- 
formation and new clues on 
Judge Joseph Force Crater, 
who disappeared into thin air 
in this city just 20 years ago 
this summer. 

“Everybody and his brother 
are doing an anniversary piece 
for some magazine or newspa- 
per on the judge’s disappear- 
ance,” Capt Cronin said when 
I talked with him the other day. 

“And every time anything is 
printed about the judge, the 
bureau gets a handful of letters, 
usually from crackpots, who 
think they have just seen the 
judge in Timbuktu or Coney 
island. Or maybe they have 
just thought up a new theory 
about his disappearance,” added 
the captain, who—for my money 
—is a combination of Nick Car- 
ter, the thin man, the fat man, 
Ellery Queen, Boston Blackie 
and Sherlock Holmes. 

The police file on the judge, 
who has become part of authen- 
tic American folklore and whose 
name now evokes on the radio 
the same kind of yak-yakking 
as the mention of Brooklyn, is 
still open. 

Every possible clue has been 
followed and will continue to be 
followed, the captain said. In 
the past 20 years, people have 
reported seeing the missing 
judge disguised as a sheep- 
herder, in Nevada, a croupier 
in Casablanca, a loafer on the 
Riviera, a boatman on the 
Yangtse and a laborer in Pata- 
gonia. 

“You name the place,” Capt. 
Cronin offered, “and the judge 
has been seen there.” 

The captain believes that the 
judge’s disappearance has be- 
come for this generation what 
little Charlie Ross’s kidnapping 
was for an earlier generation 
of Americans; an altogether in- 
triguing and baffling mystery 
so far defying solution. 

Mr. Crater, a big, handsome 
man appointed to the New York 
Supreme Court by Gov. Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt in April 
1930 was last seen at 9:15 p.m., 
Aug. 6, 1930, as he stepped into 
a taxicab outside a popular res- 
taurant on West Forty-fifth 
street. 

It is almost impossible for 
anyone to disappear, vanish, 
fade into thé atmosphere, and 
no one knows that better than 
Capt. Cronin, who turns up in- 
numerable missing men, women 
and children during any single 
working year. 

And it is doubly hard for a 
man of Judge Crater’s size, ap- 
pearance and general promi- 
nince to vanish. But vanish he 
did, after dining with a lawyer 
friend and a pretty show girl 
who waved him into the taxicab 
that took him no one knows 
where. 

One astounding fact that 
later hindered police, after they 
were called into the case al- 
most three weeks after the 
judge’s disappearance, was the 
complete absence of a set of 
the judge’s fingerprints. None 
was on file anywhere. 

Only after his disappearance 
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did it come to light that his 
honor was involved in one or 
two matters that might have 
ruined his judicial career. 
Before Mr. Crater’s appoint- 
ment to the bench, for instance, 
he had served as receiver for a 
bankrupt Turkish bath on the 
lower East Side. Mr. Crater 
had sold the property for a 
mere $416.90 to a group with 
political connections and later 
sold it to the city for $2,850,000. 


There were even a lady or 
two in the case, in addition to 
the judge’s faithful wife. 

And then there was the mys- 
terious appearance of $6690 in 
cash, checks, stocks, bonds and 
insurance policies in the Crater 
apartment months after the ini- 
tial police searches had turned 
up no such items. 

Eventually, after seven years, 
the courts at Mrs. Crater’s re- 
quest declared the judge legally 
dead. She collected some in- 
surance, but not double indem- 
nity. And later she-remarried. 

For 20 years people have 

wondered whether the judge 
disappeared of his own volition: 
whether he committed suicide 
and in some miraculous way 
disposed of his own body; 
whether he disappeared at the 
persuasion or compulsion of 
others, or whether he was mur- 
dered. 
: There are even those who are 
convinced that the judge rests 
in a barrel of concrete on the 
bottom of the East river, a leg- 
endary end of enemies in the 
gangster era. 

Capt.. Cronin, like every po- 
lice officer who worked on the 
case originally, believes Judge 
Crater’s disappearance was vol- 
a Why, is another mat- 
er.

HERE are three ways in 

which a man becomes a 

slave. He may be born into 
slavery, or forced into it, or he 
ean deliberately accept his 
servitude. All three forms 
flourish in the modern world. 
Men are born and forced into 
slavery in Russia and her satel- 
lite states. Men in the free 
world invite slavery when they 
ask the government to provide 
complete security, when they 
surrender their freedom to the 
“welfare state.” 

The slave-states of the west- 
ern world are an outgrowth of 
monopolistic capitalism — an 
economic system which is op- 
posed to the wide distribution 
of private property in many 
hands. Instead, monopolistic 
capitalism concentrates produc- 
tive wealth among a few men, 
allowing the rest to become a 
vast proletariat. 

Some representatives of mo- 
nopolistic capitalism, sensing 
this evil in their system, have 
tried to silence criticism by 
pointing to the diffused owner- 
ship of stocks in the great cor- 
porations. They advertise, “No 
one owns more than 4 per cent 
of the stock of this great com- 
pany.” Or they print lists of 
stockholders, showing that 
these include farmers, school 
teachers, baseball players, taxi 
drivers, and even babies. But 
there is a catch to this argu- 
ment, and it is this: although 
it is true that individuals of 
small means own shares in the 
company, it is not true that they 
run the company. Their re- 
sponsibility for its policies is 
nil. 

Possession properly has two 
faces, two aspects: we all have 
a right to private property, but 
this is accompanied by our re- 
sponsibility for its righteous 
use. These two things (which 
should be inseparable) are fre- 
quently divided today. Every- 


_ one admits that the farmer who 


owns a horse is obliged to feed 
and care for it; but in the case 
of stocks and bonds, we often 
forget that the same principle 
should prevail. 


Monopolistic capitalism is to 
blame for this; it sunders the 
right to own property from the 
responsibility that owning prop- 
erty involves. Those who own 


only a few stocks have no prac- 
tical control of any industry. 
They vote by postcard proxy, 
but they have rarely even seen 
“their” company. The two ele- 
ments which ought to be inex- 
tricably joined in any true con- 
ception of private property— 
ownership and responsibility— 
are separated. Those who own, 
do not manage; those who man- 
age and work, do not control 
or own. 

One way of remedying the 
situation would be through a 
profound alteration of our po- 
litieal and economic life, with 
the aim of distributing the 
means of production more wide- 
ly by giving every workman a 
share in profits, management 
and ownership, all three. The 
other alternative (which is not 
a constructive solutioh) is con- 
fiscation, this may take the vio- 
lent form of Communism, or the 
less noticeable form of bureau- 
cratic encroachment through 
taxation, as favored by the wel- 
fare state. Confiscation is an 
unhealthy solution for a real 
disease. It amounts to telling 
men that, because they are eco- 
nomically crippled, they must 
abandon all efforts to get well 
and allow the state to provide 
them with free wheelchairs. 


A democracy flirts with the 
danger of becoming a slave state 
in direct ratio to the numbers 
of its citizens who work, but do 
not own; or who own, but do 
no work; or who distribute, as 
politicians do, but do not pro- 
duce.
